the winter, The sttglneefs ex- 
plained that satisfactory work 
could not be performed ifi this 
type of soil while it is wet And 
muddy. 


The contractor was plagued 


with bad weather almost from 
the beginning of the job last 
spring but some of the delay 
that prevented him from com* 
pleting the work on schedule 
was the replacement of water and 
sewer lines that had not been 
planned originally. His contract 
covered replacing some sewer 
lines and lowering some water 
lines, After this part of his job 
had been completed, it was dis- 
covered that there were some 
additional sewer lines in bad 
condition that would have to be 
replaced before an expensive 
street was built over them, This 
additional sewer work took 5 
weeks time and ran the job into 
fall and winter rains which 
stopped the work, 


The Mayor says that the delay 


has caused all kind of rumors, 
among them that the contractor 
had gone broke and the job could 
not be finished, He said that none 
of this was true, but that, in any 
event, the contractor was bonded 
for the full amount of the con- 
tract and the work would have 
been completed anyway. He said 
that the City Directors realized 
that this has been a terrible in- 
convenience to everyone and that 
it was natural for people to be 
upset and many rumors started 
about what is happening. The 
contractor and the City Street 
Department have tried to keep 
some available routes open so 
that people could get to and from 
their homes and places of busi- 
ness. Except for damage caused 
by heavy loads on the by-pass 
routes, for the most part they 
have been maintained so that 
traffic could move. He said that 
while there has been a lot of 
inconvenience, that the patience 
and understanding of a great 
number of people in this area 
has been most comforting.

Games, the International Olym- 
pic Committee said today. 


The IOC said it has received 


the necessary minimum of 36 
votes approving its recommen- 
dation to withdraw South Afri- 
ca's invitation. 


An IOC spokesman said at 


least 38 of the IOC's 71 mem- 
bers have thus far voted in fa- 
vor of barring South Africa, 
thus ensuring 
the necessary 


simple majority, 


The vote was based on an ap- 


peal made by an emergency 
session of the IOC's executive 
board Sunday urging all IOC 
members to agree to the with- 
drawal of an invitation to South 
Africa. 
This reversed the postal vote 


taken in Grenoble, France, dur- 
ing the Winter Olympics which 
re-admitted South Africa to the 
Olympic Games with a majority 
of three. 


More than 40 nations, includ- 


ing the Soviet Union, had threat- 
ened to stay away from the 
Summer Olympics if South Af- 
rica were allowed to partici- 
pate. The South Africans had 
said they would field a mixed 
team. 


Meanwhile, Jean Claude Gan- 


ga, secretary general of the 33- 
natlon African Sports Council, 
called the new IOC poll "a vic- 
tory for 
wisdom 
and good 


sense." He said he was optimis- 
tic that African nations would 
be represented in Mexico City. 


However, the South African 


member of the IOC, Reg Honey, 
called on the nine-member Ex- 
ecutive Committee to resign. 


Brundage, 
admittedly 
dis- 


tressed over the controversy 
which brought politics onto the 
Olympic scene, told The Asso- 
ciated Press he has not made up 
his mind whether to accept a 
new term as IOC president if 
such an offer is made in Mexico 
City. 


Brundage, 80, has been head

What if the neighbor was already 


living there—with his dog—before 
you moved in? Thai, too, is not 
enough grounds lo bar your com- 
plaint. His being there first does 
not give him a permanent righi-lo- 
be-noisy, regardless of the feelings 
of newcomers to the street. 


On the other hand, you won't 


get far in court with a complaint 
that reflects your own unusual sen- 
sitivity rather than the dog's un- 
usual behavior. The law of nuisance 
is a law of moderation—tailored to 
people of average dispositions, not 
to those with jumpy nerves or trig- 
ger tempers. 


In one case a disgruntled home- 


owner, in court about a neighbor's 
dogs, was countered by several wit- 
nesses for the defense. Although 
these witnesses lived as close to the 
dogs as he did, not one of them 
found the barking the least bit an- 
noying. 


The court thereupon refused to 


mix in. The judge ruled that, what- 
ever one particular individual might 
think, barking—in moderation—is 
a lawful ingredient of neighbor- 
hood life.

And. their infants often are 
fed water instead of milk, while 
their aged suffer dizzy spells 
from hunger.

"No other Western country 


permits such a large proportion- 
of its people to endure the lives 
we press oft our poor," the re- 
port said. "To make four-fifths 
of a nation more affluent than 
any other people-in history, we 
have degraded one-fifth merci- 
lessly." 


The report, made public Mon- 


day by the Citizens' Board of In- 
quiry into Hunger and Malnutri- 
tion in the United States, urged 
President Johnson to' declare 
that a national emergency ex- 
ists and to launch emergency 
food programs in 256 hard-hil 
counties, as well as migrant 
farm camps and some Indian 
reservations. 


It also recommended estab- 


lishing a free food-stamp pro- 
gram, and stripping the Agricul- 
ture Department of' responsibili- 
ty for food aid because it places 
"the interests of agricultural 
producers-first, the needs of the 
poor and hungry second." 


The report said only 5.4 mil- 


lion of the.estimated.30 million 
persons in poverty receive Sur- 
plus 
commodities or 
food 


stamps under current Agricul- 
ture 
Department 
programs. 


And, it added, one-third of those 
receiving the government aid 
still have' a -poor diet— according 
to 
Agriculture 
Department 


standards. 


"We cannot assume that any 


of the remaining poor—'those on' 
•neither .program—are getting 
.enough food/' -the report said. 


.Co-chairmen' of -the citizens' 


group are Benjamin E. Mays, 
retired president of Morehouse 
College, Atlanta, Ga., and Leslie 
W. Dunbar, director of the Field 
Foundation, .New York. 


The report said the 256 coun- 


ties requiring immediate food 
programs are in20states—most 
in the South and Southwest— 
with 47 of them in Georgia, 


William Bursori, Georgia wel- 


fare director, commented on the 
report: "As bad as the situation 
is in Georgia, it's not as bad as 
the committee painted it." 


In Virginia, which the report 


said has 14 hunger-struck coun- 
ties, Director Otis L, Brown of 
the. Department of Welfare and 
Institutions said some .hunger 
and malnutrition problems stem 
from "eating and buying hab- 
its."

Enemy Has Destroyed 
$132 Million in U.S. 
Aircraft en Ground

The Pentagon has decided 


against 
providing 
anything 


more than side-walled barri- 
cades, with no roofs, for aircraft 
in Vietnam because the enemy 
doesn't operate bombers over 
the South. 


Wheeler said the total cost of 


aircraft wiped out by hostile 
ground fire between Jan. 1, 1964 
and Feb. 9, 1968 amounted to 
$94,033,000. 


This included 122 planes and 


helicopters destroyed by enemy 
m o r t a r s , recollless rifles, 
satchel charges or small-arms 
fire, Wheeler said. 


In addition, 590 other planes 


and helicopters "rere damaged 
in 1966 an* 1" , requiring $38.5
